2„ Ho antiaircraTt aims or emplacement preparations were observod at the bridge 
areas of Gabon, Forst, or T Iorka between 10 and 13 Dbcerber 1950. All bridges 
vere guarded by Volkspolizei. 

3» The loconotive columns stationed at Frankfurt on the Odor were engaged in routine 
operations on 21 December 1950. Uo heavy duty flatcars nor 3 dispatched East. Ho 
changes were observed in the condition of the reserve locomotives ^iich are kept 
unfired at Booskov. 

4* As of 30 Decomber 1950, no indication was observed of present or irr inont employ- 
nent of the loco v_ otivos of the deactivated columns.
